PHE  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report  for 
*  1925,  have  again  to  point  to  a  deficit  on  the  year’s 

working,  and  desire  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  more 
financial  support,  in  order  to  meet  their  liabilities.  As 
foreshadowed  last  year,  the  extension,  providing  16  additional 
beds,  is  practically  completed,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  open 
shortly.  These  additional  beds  will,  of  course,  mean  increased 
cost  of  maintenance,  and  it  is  only  by  the  efforts  of  all  those 
interested  in  its  welfare  that  the  Committee  can  hope  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  efficiently  and  unhampered  by 
debt.

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  of  their 
esteemed  Chairman,  the  late  Colonel  J.  Leslie  G.  Powell, 
C.B.E.,  who  for  many  years  took  a  deep  interest  in  the 
Hospital,  and  by  his  influence  and  personality  did  much  to 
further  its  usefulness.  Councillor  S^W.  Gladwell  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  him,  with  Mr.  Walter  Sanderson,  J.P., 
as  Vice-Chairman. 
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Alderman  T.  J.  Carless  has  also  been  appointed  a 
Treasurer,  in  place  of  the  late  Colonel  Powell. 

The  services  of  another  member  of  the  Committee  have 
been  lost  by  the  death  in  April  last  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Houghton,, 
which  is  also  much  regretted. 

Arising  out  of  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting,  the  Committee  have  appointed  as  Vice-Presidents 
many  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  all  denominations,  Mayors  of 
Boroughs,  and  Chairmen  of  Urban  District  and  Parish 
Councils,  a  list  of  which  appears  on  page  three.  The 
question  of  a  change  in  Trusteeship  has  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  for  some  months,  and  they 
report  that  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  at  a 
Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  on  19th  November  last,, 
the  “Official  Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds”  and  the 
“  Official  Trustee  of  Charitable  Lands  ”  are  now  the  Trustees 
of  the  Hospital,  in  place  of  Mr.  Edward  Hawes,  M.A  ,  Mr. 
Arthur  O.  Julius,  and  Major  Sandover.  These  gentlemen 
have  each  been  appointed  to  other  spheres  of  usefulness — 
Mr.  Hawes  as  a  Vice-President,  Mr.  Julius  as  an  Hon. 
Auditor,  and  Major  Sandover  as  a  member  of  the  Committee. 
The  following  have  also  joined  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  during  the  year: — County  Councillor  Joseph  T.  Mears, 
Mr.  P.  L.  Whittet,  Mr.  P.  Murphy,  J.P.,  Mr.  W.  F.  Halsey, 
County  Alderman  Forrester  Clayton,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Percy 
Dimbleby.  Those  members  retiring  by  rotation,  in 
accordance  with  the  Rules,  are: — Mr.  Percy  Umney,  M.A., 
M.B.E.,  Major  G.  C.  Feilden,  D.S.O.,  Mr.  Harold  Nelson, 
Mr.  H.  E.  Hornby,  and  Lieut.-Colonel  W.  Merrick,  who, 
being  eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re-election. 

As  a  recognised  Training  School  for  Nurses,  the 
Committee  have  pleasure  in  recording  what  the  Hospital 
has  done  in  this  direction. 

Twelve  probationers  have  completed  their  general 
training  since  March,  1921,  and  gained  Certifiates.  All  of 

V* 
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these  were  eligible  for  State  Registration.  Several  are 
holding  Sisters’  appointments  at  other  hospitals.  All  train¬ 
ing  probationers  receive  instruction  in  accordance  with  the 
Syllabus  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  seven  probationers  who  entered  recently  for  the 
Preliminary  State  Examinations  have  passed  successfully. 

Over  50  Lectures  are  given  during  the  winter  months. 
Lecturers  :  Dr.  T.  A.  Matthews,  Medical ;  J.  W.  Heekes,  Esq., 
M.B.,  B.S.,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Surgical  Lectures; 
C.  S.  Brebner,  Esq.,  D.S.O.,  M.D..  D.Ph.,  Hygiene  ;  J.  Lyn 
Dimond,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Ch.B.,  Bacteriology  ;  Matron,  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Nursing.  The  Matron  has  had  the  honour 
to  be  invited  to  serve  as  Practical  Examiner  for  the  General 
Nursing  Council  for  another  year. 

The  Committee  report  that  in  May  last  the  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  was  formed  for  the  special 
purpose  of  dealing  with  the  Income  side  of  the  Hospital  work. 

The  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  most 
Hospitals,  have  engaged  the  services  of  an  experienced 
Lady  Almoner,  which  step  will,  they  feel  sure,  meet  with  the 
approval  of  all  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  especially  to  those 
who  have  in  the  p?st  been  disinclined  to  subscribe  on  the 
ground  that  their  money  was  being  used  for  the  benefit  of 
people  who  could  well  afford  to  make  a  substantial  contribu¬ 
tion  towards  their  maintenance  while  patients  in  the  Hospital. 

A  record  of  the  work  done  in  this  new  department  since 
September  21st  will  be  found  on  page  27. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  expressed  to  the

To  the  Honorary  Surgical  and  Medical  Staff  for  their 
care  and  skill  in  the  treatment  of  patients ;  to  the  Hon. 
Masseuses,  Miss  Wolfgang  and  Miss  Liversedge,  for  the 
valuable  work  given  in  the  Massage  Department ;  to  the 
members  of  the  Linen  League  for  a  continuance  of  their 
-•  ^ 
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valuable  assistance  in  providing  and  in  mending  the  house¬ 
hold  linen  and  by  contributing  a  sum  of  £35  towards  the 
maintenance  of  a  bed  ;  to  the  Subscribers,  Friendly  Societies, 
Boxholders,  those  who  have  organised  Entertainments,  &c. ; 
and  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  all  denominations  for 
arranging  collections;  to  Councillor  Ellen  Edwards  and  her 
helpers  for  the  very  substantial  result  of  their  efforts  in 
connection  with  “  Pound  Week,*’  whereby  a  considerable 
quantity  of  groceries,  &c.,  valued  at  £74  7s.  7d.,  was  added 
to  the  stores ;  and  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  gifts 
of  various  kinds,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  on  pages  59 
and  60. 

In  order  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of 
Licensed  Victuallers  boxholders,  the  Committee  have  passed 
a  scheme  whereby  collectors  of  £21  (spread  over  a  number 
of  years)  may  obtain  an  Hon.  Life  Governorship. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  members  of  the  Vineyard 
Brotherhood,  every  bed  in  the  Hospital  has  been  fitted  with 
headphones  for  the  reception  of  Wireless,  and  the  installation 
was  opened  on  December  23rd  last  by  the  Lord  Chancellor 
(Viscount  Cave).  The  receiving  instruments,  kindly  given 
by  Mrs.  Stacey  Burn  last  year,  have  been  adapted  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  circuit,  and  the  Committee  express 
their  thanks  for  the  fine  installation  which  has  given  the 
patients  much  pleasure. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  still  urge  that 
greater  endeavours  should  be  made  by  residents  in  the 
districts  outside  Richmond  served  by  the  Hospital  to  con¬ 
tribute  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  received  by  the  patients 
coming  from  those  districts.

During-  this  period  1,448  Patients  have  been  interviewed  by 
the  Almoner,  and  these  have  contributed  ,£354  9s.  2d.  Of  this 
sum  £280  14s.  6d.  was  contributed  by  In-patients,  and  £73 
14s.  8d.  by  Out-patients.  In  addition  to  this  sum,  £18  7s.  3d. 
has  been  received  from  Approved  Societies  on  behalf  of  treatment 
given  to  certain  of  their  members,  making  a  total  of  £372  16s.  5d. 

During  the  same  period  47  Patients  have  received  special 
assistance  and  after-care  in  the  following  ways  : — 

Eleven  have  been  sent  to  Convalescent  or  Special  Homes ;  32 
have  received  help  to  obtain  Surgical  Appliances,  extra  milk, 
maintenance,  and  clothing  ;  while  25  Patients  have  been  referred 
to  various  local  societies  for  home  visiting.  In  44  cases  reports 
have  been  sent,  both  in  answer  to  outside  enquiry  and  also  in 
recommending  Patients  for  assistance  and  after-care. 


The  sum  of  £9  19s.  has  been  received  from  outside 
sources  of  relief,  for  expenditure  on  surgical  appliances  and 
convalescent  treatment  in  specified  cases.  In  addition,  a  sum 
of  £5  7s.  4d.  (which  is  part  of  the  cost)  has  been  contributed 
by  the  Patients  themselves  in  weekly  instalments.  £i  13s.  has 
been  granted  from  the  Hospital  Convalescent  Fund.

RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House 
Surgeon,  shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of 
recommendation  at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon, 
such  tickets  to  remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
times  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
such  as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required), 
no  insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffer¬ 
ing  from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any 
disease  that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an 
In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either 
rejected  as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to 
that  effect  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has 
been  recommended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays  and  Wednes¬ 
days,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital  except  by  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be  detected 
taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing  anything 
contrary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future. 
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Annual  Subscribers  and  Donors  receive  Tickets  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  as  follows,  according  to  the  Rule : — 

Rule  6.  Subscribers  or  Donors  shall  be  entitled  to  3 
Out-Patients’  tickets  for  each  £ 1  is.  given  during  the  year, 
but  any  Subscriber  or  Donor  may  exchange  at  any  time  at 
the  rate  of  4  Out-Patients’  tickets  for  1  In-Patient’s  ticket. 
A  Donor  of  £10  10s.  or  upwards,  including  Life  Governors, 
may,  if  so  desired,  instead  of  receiving  tickets  to  the  full 
amount  as  above  for  the  year  in  which  such  donation  is 
given,  receive  the  following  tickets  yearly  during  life-time, 
viz.,  for  every  ^'10  10s.
